| NOVEL INDUSTRIES. 


Some New Lines of Labor That The 
Conditions Here Have Opened Up. 


The resources of a new country are 
almost nolimited. Every day brings 
some new source of revenue to the 
surface, and there is no telling what 
may not be done by the industrious to 
earn aliying. The Gazerts has re- 
cently been informed of one or two 
lines of industry that are, so far as 
heard from, entirely new. One of 
them is practiced in the Sierras by the 
big wood contractors, sume of whom 
cut many thousands of cords of wood 
for mines and railroads, and they lose 
a gteat deal on account of the snow 
being very high, and causing the 
men to cut the trees oft all the way 
from four to tén féet from the ground. 
leaving some of the beat wood in the 
stump. Mr. Eggleston, at Cascade, 
is hiriag men to dig the snow away 
and he says it 
pays him well to do it. It is some- 
times unpleasant for the men telling 
the tree, when it drops in an unex- 
pected } direction, or sooner than 
they calculated, and they have to do 
some vigorous scrambling to get out 
of the moles.

So many of 
the fields are used as pastures part of 
the year that they become thickly 
strewn, and when they come to be 
plowed up the necessity of breaking 
up the hard dry heaps is apparent.
